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This  year  America  is  a  nation  at  war.  The  'War  on  Terror'  is  a  global  struggle  to  combat  a  terrible 
new  enemy.  Al-Qaeda  is  one  of  many  terrorist  groups  that  claim  America  has  invaded  the  Middle 
East.  They  carried  out  the  9/11  attacks,  in  2001.  Passenger  jets  were  hijacked  and  deliberately 
crashed,  killing  at  least  2985  people.  This  unprecedented  atrocity  changed  the  world. 

America's  response  was  to  take  the  offensive.  When  Afghanistan  did  not  hand  over  the  Al-Qaeda 
leaders  in  their  country,  America  and  Britain  invaded.  They  toppled  the  government  and  held  elections 
to  create  a  democratic  regime.  Violent  attacks  on  US  soldiers  persist  there. 

America  then  invaded  Iraq,  overthrowing  the  dictator  Saddam  Hussein.  He  was  accused  of  hiding 
weapons  of  mass  destruction,  but  none  were  found.  Yes,  he  was  a  brutal  tyrant  who  had  attacked 
Kuwait  and  Iran.  He  had  fired  missiles  at  Israel  and  used  poison  gas  on  his  own  people.  But  he  had 
nothing  to  do  with  9/11.  The  head  of  the  United  Nations,  and  many  others,  claimed  the  US  invasion 
\^as  illegal.  Many  people  in  America  also  opposed  the  occupation  of  Iraq.  American  troops  there  are 
rebuilding  the  country,  and  helping  another  newly  elected  government.  Terrorists  are  making  constant, 
bloody  suicide  attacks,  and  kidnap  and  murder  foreign  diplomats  and  aid  workers.  By  July  12th  2006 
the  number  of  American  troops  killed  there  has  reached  2545. 

This  war  may  seem  far  away,  but  the  relatives  and  best  friends  of  Union  students  are  involved.  A 
freshman  married  a  marine  who  went  there.  We  talked  to  a  soldier  who  entered  Iraq,  who  is  now  at 
Union.  They  wish  to  remain  nameless.  This  is  what  they  said: 

"It  was  belL  pretty  wucb" 

I  was  with  the  101st  Airborne  Wvision,  attached  to  the  3rd  lHfa*ttry  PivliioM.  Here's  my  comtneworatlve  coin  for 
being  part  of  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom  Iright). 

We  had  shots  for  smallpox,  yellow  fever,  hepatitis,  hay  fever,  and  a  series  for  anthrax, 

Food?  Meals,  Keady  to  Eat  (MKEs)  were  vacuum  sealed  in  flat  plastic.  There  was  a  variety,  mix 
it  with  water,  heat  them.  Sand  gets  in  your  food.  Vou  didn't  want  crunchy  ravioli,  so  you  take 
shelter  and  Just  drink  water  In  sand  storms.  It  was  like  getting  sand  blasted.  When  you  were 
settled  there  were  T-rations.  You  boil  the  foil  package  to  get  chicken,  eggs,  sausage,  peppers.  They 
were  nasty,  they  had  some  kind  of  gravy.  Pude,  It  was  the  worst.  You  drink  all  water.  Families 
can  send  you  soda  cans.  Alcohol  Is  banned  in  the  whole  country. 

in  February  Z003  we  were  in  Camp  Victory  In  Kuwait,  In  tents.  You'd  get  your  first  shower  In  40  days,  then  a 
sandstorm  would  hit.  They'd  make  It  dark  at  \l  noon,  and  wreck  the  tents.  We  built  our  own  toilets.  You  had  a  cot 
to  sleep  on,  made  of  stuff  like  seatbelt  fabric.  It  was  dusty,  like  everything  else.  We  cut  each  other's  hair. 

The  satellite  phone  would  say  "all  circuits  are  busy  now. "  You  had  to  dial  many  times.  You  had  5  minutes  to  try,  from  a  queue 
of  100  guys.  If  you  get  through  to  the  USA  they  might  cut  you  off.  If  you're  lucky  you  talk  for  5-10  minutes.  At  times,  like 
when  Saddam's  sons  were  tracked  down,  you'd  have  a  blackout.  No  phone,  no  Internet,  no  communication  at  all. 

We  carried  160  pounds  of  equipment.  The  field  pack  had  your  JUST  chemical  protection  suit,  rubber  boots  and  gloves,  M40 
protection  mask.  100  to  150  pounds  were  carried  on  patrols.  We'd  use  Humvees,  helicopters  and  LMTV  troop  transporter 

March  19th  we  crossed  the  border  at }  am.  We  had  night-vision  goggles.  The  Iraqis  didn't  have  them.  It  was  10 
degrees  at  night,  so  cold  you  needed  blankets.  128  degree  dry  heat  In  the  day,  or  hot  and  humid  near  the  rivers. 

CNN  was  really  bad.  We  left  our  reporter  behind.  He  caught  up  with  us  4  or  5  days  later.  We  were  In  Iraq,  but  they'd 
send  pictures  back  of  us  playing  football  In  Kuwait. 

Fiat  country,  with  sand  dunes.  You  would  drive  across  the  country  to  avoid  booby  traps  and  mine  fields,  but  all  of  a 
sudden  5AM  you  hit  a  trench  out  of  nowhere.  You  need  your  helmet  then.  The/re  camouflaged  by  the  heat  haze. 

Maintenance  stops  every  30  or  40  miles  for  dust.  Lots  of  people  would  break  down  and  be  left  to  fend  for  themselves. 

Our  five  wan  team  would  be  deployed  to  clear  landing  zones,  set  up  forward  area  refueling  points,  and  do  security. 
Nazarea?  Juliets  flying  everywhere,  lots  of  mortar  attacks  and  rocket  propelled  grenade  attacks  every  other  night. 

I  saw  burned-out  tanks  with  bodies  In  them.  Kids  at  the  side  of  the  road  beg  for  food.  We,  uh,  seml-llberated  a  country 
from  a  dictatorship,  but  people  are  afraid  to  go  out,  afraid  to  get  blown  up. 

soldiers  who  went  have  problems  with  post-traumatic  stress  disorder.  Lots 
don't  want  to  talk  about  it.  You're  senses  are  dulled,  like  you  don't  have  no  emotions. 
You  don't  care  what  you  say  to  people.  It  was  hell,  pretty  much,

One  Saturday  in  the  water  park  next  to  Union  College,  freshman  Krystal  Tarlton  became  Krystal  Williams.  The  man  she  married,  Blake  Williams, 
wore  a  uniform  that  day,  the  uniform  of  the  US  Marine  Corps.  Soon  they  would  be  sending  him  to  war.  This  is  their  story... 

Five  and  a  half  months  ago,  I  woke  early  in  the  morning  with  my  wife  in  my 
arms  and  a  sick  feeling  in  my  stomach.  Why,  you  might  ask?  Because  I 
knew  I  only  had  about  an  hour  left  with  her  before  I  would  be  leaving  on  a 
deployment  and  at  that  point  I  knew  it  was  the  furthest  point  away  from 
her  in  our  journey. 

Since  I  left  that  morning  I  have  been  half 
way  around  the  world  for  my  second 
time.  I  left  for  a  six-month  float  on  board 
the  USS  Nassau  and  ended  up  in  an  air 
base  in  Iraq.  I  am  a  crew  chief  on  Marine 
Corps  CH  53  E  Helicopters.  We  flew 
nonstop  the  whole  time  there.  It  was  not 
unusual  to  see  our  days  stretched  into 
14  and  15-hour  days. 

Everyone  was  stressed  out  to  the  max.  I  found  myself  losing  a  lot  of 
weight  at  a  rapid  pace.  It  was  always  cold.  And  at  the  end  of  the  day  I 
often  found  myself  waiting  in  some  sort  of  line  trjrtng  to  contact  my  wife. 

During  this  deployment  I  found  great  strength  in  the  camaraderie  of  my 
fellow  Marines,  several  of  which  have  become  great  friends  that  will  last 

throughout  our  lifetimes. 
I  was  fortunate  to  work 
with  several  different 
types  of  people  from  all 
over  the  world,  and  from 
different  military 
branches.  It  was  a  great 
experience  and  I  take 
great  pride  in  the  job  I  did 
there.  I  thank  God  for 
bringing  me  through  it 
safely.  The  thing  about 
being  there  is  this:  you 
don't  have  the  media. 
You  are  the  one  fighting 
in  the  war  and  you  can 
see  first  hand  America  is 
winning.  The  sacrifices 
America's  sons, 
daughters,  husbands,  and 
parents  are  making  are 
not  in  vain.  They  are 
worth  it  and  they  are 
making  a  difference  in 
that  cotmtry. 

As  I  write  this  I  have  16  days  left  until  I  reach  the  United  States.  All  I  can 
think  of  is  getting  to  see  my  wife,  holding  her  in  my  arms,  giving  her  a 
kiss,  and  telling  her  I  love  her. 

I  got  an  email  from  my  wife  asking  me  how  the  war  in  Iraq  has  affected 
me.  From  my  position,  I  don't  know.  I  know  coming  back  I  wiU  be  a  more 
mature  person,  proud  of  myself  for  what  I  have  done.  I  am  still  under  the 
influences  of  this  war  and  will  be  for  about  one  more  year.  How  has  this 
affected  me?  I  have  been  sucked  up  from  everything  and  everyone  that  I 
love.  I  have  been  taken  away  from  all  the  little  and  big  things  everyone 

back  home  takes  for  granted.  I  have  spent 
many  hours  feeling  alone  and  sad.  But  I  am 
proud  to  say  that  I  went  the  distance,  did  my 
part,  and  in  16  days  this  trip  will  be  over.
